To match the sizes and measutements given In out potletns you 
must make a tension svratch (gauge) befoie knitting the pioj^. 
If yout swatch turns out larger than ours, try again using smaller 
needles, if it is loo smaH, try larger needles. 



1 Before you sew knitted pieces together, pin the pieces flat 
to the measutements given on out diagrams. 

2 Steam press, lightly steam or spray lightly with water 
depending on washing instructions on the txtil txand.

4 To sew up use the yam you knitted with. Or, If the yam Is textured 
and hard to sew, use a smooth matching yam - cotton with 
cotton, wool with wool, etc. 

5 Many garments can be mode up by sewing shoulder seams 
first, then setting in sleeve head to armhole then completing by 
sewing along the tong seam of the sides and sleeves.

6 Dam in all ends and finish seoms by lightly steaming from 
wrong side, provided the yarn can be steamed.

discontinued by the spinnet. The good news 
Is thot there's now such o wide choice of 
yarns on the market there's bound to be an 
altemottve which could be used. It may just 
take a bit of researching combined with 
some simple sums ond a bit of swotching 
tor good measure. Sian Brown's mohair 
cable jumper from Issue 71 took between 
10 and 13 x 50g balls of Wendy Paris Mohair, 
a Wend of 81% mohair, 11% woW, 8% nylon. 
Each ball had a metreoge of 100m with 
d basic tension of 16 sts and 22 rows to 
10cm working on a 5.50mm (US 9) needle. 

As you mentioned It is no longer available 
so my first substitute suggestion Is Rowan's 
Kid Classic, lather than Kidsllk Haze, which 
Is the yam you mention above. Kidsllk Haze 
Is much finer and softer than the Wendy 
yarn and so really wouldn't be suitable. Kid 



Classic is d Wend of 70% LambswoW, 26% 
Kid Mohair, 4% nylon and knits up on d 
5.5mm needle like the Wendy yam. However 
with basic tension of 18-19 sts to 23-25 rows 
to 10m it is a Htte finer so I would strongly 
advise getting a ball and knitting a couple 
of test swatches to check your tension 
against the pattern before committing 
yourself. If al works out youTI need between 
7 and 10 bans (£40.25 - £57.50). Another 
option Is Texete Yams' Destiny mohair; a 
Wend of 78% Mohair, 13%woWand9% 
Nylon, which comes In a range of vibrant 
solid shades. It comes on cone rather in 
bWls at either £6.95 for 1 00g/200m or £29.95 
for 450g/900m. If you're not sue exactly how

Lace increase 

Q A lace pattern I have includes larger 
sizes but gives no Instructions for them when 
increasing for the sleeves, just 'keep wtth 
the lace pattern'. I hove to increase by 20 
stitches (10 on each side over 10 rows) but 
the lace pattern Is over 20 rows. How do I 
approach this, when there will be sufficient 
stitches to form the pattern Initially? It would 
be useful to know, os many designers don't 
seem to scale up their designs, instead 
leaving It to knitters to work out. Ihonk you 
for any help you can give.

A You haven't mentioned whether your 
design uses the same lace pattern on the 



body of the garment as it does on the 
sleeves, if we assume it does, you'll be quite 
famBlor with the loce pattern by the time 
you work the sleeves, which will help a little. 

Ihe trick to working any lace pattern Is 
every 'yo' (yam over) which creates a stitch 
should be batafKtod by a decrease such 
as 'k2tog' or 'ssk'. The initial kislrucllons for 
the sleeves will probably hove set out the 
repeats across the row so that the pattern 
is placed centrally on the sleeve. Placing a 
stitch marker at each edge of your sleeve's 
pattern repeat wm help to identify this Initial 
ptacement and as you Increase, the new 
stttches will occur cxjtside those markers. 

If there aren't enough newly Increased 
stitches to work both d "yo' cmd a 'k2togt 
ssk' then these should be 
worked in stocking stitch 
unfit there ore (enough 
stitches). ITS not always 
easy to work this <3ut 
whilst you're knitting and 
shdping so before you 
embark on the sleeves 
try grolng through your 
kxe pottem instiuctions. 

If they're written, use a 




highlighter pen to pair up each "yo' with 
its corresponding 'k2togissk'. This will help 
to give you an Idea of exoctty where th^ 
occur In each row and therefore how many 
increased stitches yixi need to hove before 
you can bring them Into the pattern. Charted 
instructions are even better ras they make 
it easier to idenllty exactly where your new 
stitches can be incoiporated Into Ihe pattern. 

For example, the chart shows a lace 
prattem repeat with sleeve shaping marked 
out In red. On Row 11 where you have 5 
ktareosed stitches, Ihe pattern determines 
thesttteh 1 should be ssk folowed by 'p4' but 
because there Isn't a 'yo' to balance It you 
should work it In stocking stitch (l.e. knit 1^. On 
the following right side row the pattern moves 
In a stitch and a further increase means you 
wll be able to work both the 'yo' and the 'ssk' 
that follows it. As your sleeve becomes wider 
and you gain another full lepeot's worth of 
stitches F>kace another set of nnaikeis on 
each side to help you keep track.
